1-270 work starts Saturday 


The complicated construction on Interstate 270 begins Satur- 
day near the 1-255 interchange and will eventually extend west 
8 miles. Traffic will be restricted to one lane each way, plus a 
reversible center lane. 

The reversible lane, designed to ease congestion during 
high-traffic periods for St. Louis commuters, will cause some 
extra problems for motorists entering and leaving the inter- 
state from the Granite City area. 

Drivers in the center lane will be unable to exit at three 
interchanges: Lllinois Routes 3, 203 and 111. Beginning next 
March 1, drivers in the center lane will also be unable. to exit 
at Riverview Drive in Missouri. 

Also, eastbound motorists on Illinois 203 will be unable to 
enter 1-270 for much of the construction. 

The reversible lane will serve eastbound drivers from 1 to 7 
P.m. each weekday and westbound drivers from 7 a.m. to 1 
p.m. each weekday, plus weekends. 

Illinois Department of Transportation officials are encourag- 
ing motorists to explore alternatives like different routes, car 
pools and mass transit to ease traffic snarls. 

IDOT Construction Engineer Bernard Fahey said all other 
bridges are likely to see an increase in traffic until the pro- 
ject’s projected completion in 1999. 

The stretch of I-270 slated for construction carries about 
50,000 motorists per day.

The owner of a Centralia-based ambulance 
company with local offices in Granite City and 

Madison has pleaded guilty to more than 50 
counts of mail fraud in U.S. District Court 

On May 23, Roger Campbell, 45, pleaded 
guilty to 54 counts of mail fraud and ‘one count 
of obstruction of agency proceedings. The 
charges stem from an investigation of the 
Campbell-Superior Ambulance Service 

The company is headquartered in Centralia, 
but has offices in Granite City, ‘Madison, 





Health and Human Services, the U.S. Postal 
Inspection Service and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

Campbell had been accused of submitting 
fraudulent claims for reimbursement from the 
Medicaid and Medicare programs, said W.

A criminal suspect in police custody cannot 
be questioned as to matters that might tend to 
incriminate him without being read his 
Miranda rights. He must be warned that he has 
the right to remain silent, that any statement 
he makes may be used against him, and that 
he has the right to an attorney. In some 
instances, a defendant can waive his Miranda 
rights and confess to a crime. 

‘Sometimes, a question later arises as to 
whether the confession was voluntary. An im- 
portant requirement is that the defendant's 
confession be given freely, voluntarily, -and 
without .any compulsion or inducement 
Whether or not a confession is found by the 
Court to be voluntary will depend in part on the 
physical and mental condition of the defen- 
dant at the time of the confession.

100 years ago, tornado brought area disaster 


By Deb Cooper 
Staff writer 


On May 27, 1896, thousands of 
people across the Metro East area 
were just sitting down to dinner when 
the sKies turned oddly green and 
disaster struck? — 

In less than 40 minutes, a killer 
tornado, 800 yards wide, cut a path of 
destruction across St. Louis before 

‘jumping across the Mississippi River 
and roaring through East St. Louis. 

With wind speeds in excess of 200 
miles per hour, the tornado killed 312 
people, injured 1,000 more-and caused 
millions of dollars in damage. 


A second tornado, possibly from the 
same storm system, skipped over 
Belleville and touched down three 
miles north of Mascoutah, causing 
more damage and killing 24 residents 
in St. Clair and Clinton Counties. 

““There were no weather warnings 
issued in those days,’’ said Ben Abell, 
professor of meteorology at Parks 
College 

Today, technology provides 
meteorologists with the tools 
necessary for early detection-of 
dangerous storms and better warning 
systems to alert residents to take 
cover: 

Doppler radar is used to detect 

z z 








storms movements that could 
produce a tornado, one of the most 
destructive forces of Nature. 


According to the National Weather 


Service, in an average year, 800 
tornadoes are reported nationwide 
and these result in 80 deaths and 
1,500 injuries. 

Abell said this area averages five 
to six tornadoes per 10,000 square 
miles each year 

“Spring, from March to June, is 


our main activity period, but we have 


had tornadoes in October and 
December,” he said. 


In this area, mid- to late afternoon 
and early evening are the times most 


likely to develop tornadoes. ‘‘The 
magic hour is between 5 and 6 p.m 
This is when the ground is the 
hottest,”* said’Abell 

The life of a tornado can be from 
one minute for a weak one up to an 
hour for the most violent storms. 

The National Weather Service is 
responsible for issuing tornado 
watches and warnings 

A watch means conditions are 
favorable for a tornado to develop; a 
warning means a tornado has been 
sighted or indicated on radar 

According to the American Red 
Cross, residents should be familiar 
with tornado safety. The organization 


recommends ‘everyone develop plans 
and have_drills. : 

It recommends the following action, 
if a warning is issued or if 
threatening weather approaches: 


+ Take cover in a designated 
shelter such as a basement, or move 
to an interior room or hallway. 

» Stay away from windows 

» Get out of vehicles. 

+ Do not try to outrun a tornado in 
your car; leave it immediately. 

~ If you are: caught outside, lie flat 
in a ditch. 

Mobile homes offer little 
protection. Seek shelter elsewhere.

4 cleared

An investigation by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development has 
cleared two Granite City offi- 
cials and two city employees 
of allegations of unfair housing 
practices. 

But the investigation is con- 
tinuing and the city itself 
remains a subject of the feder- 
al probe. » 

e city received notice last 
week that Mayor Ron Selph, 
Alderman Lurton Pulley, m- 
ing AdministratorGlen Hollis 
and police Sgt. Ned repp have 
been removed from the federal 
complaint, filed Jan. 8 by A.V. 
Peavey Jr., a city landlord 
who resides in Bethel Park, 
Penn. 

Peavey alleges that city offi- 
cials discriminated against 
him and his tenants — many 
of whom are African-Ameri- 
cans — on the basis of race. 

Peavey filed the complaint 
after the city took him to court 
for a zoning problem at an 
apartment building he owns at 
2100 Cleveland Blvd. 

Selph has said that the com- 
laint was filed in retaliation 
for the zoning lawsuit and that 

the matter has nothing to do 
with racial discrimination. 

But Peavey said the com- 
plaint was motivated by a ere: 
cific incident. He said the city 
issued an occupancy permit to 
a white tenant in his apart- 
ment and denied a black ten- 
ant a permit — the day after a 
city official stopped by to ask 
how many black tenants lived 
there. 

The complaint alleged that 
city officials ‘intimidated, 
interfered or coerced (Peavey) 
to keep (him) from the _ full 
benefit of the Federal Fair 
Housing Law.” 

Specifically, the complaint 
alleges officials discriminated 
against Peavey and his tenants 
on the basis of their race on 
April 5, May 23, June 8 and 
Aug. 15, 1995; and Jan. 8, 1996.

Coverdale: MidAmerica 
Airport right on course

With several design projects 
completed, the MidAmerica 
Airport is right on schedule, 
and it should be ready to open 
in October 1997, according to 
Robert Coverdale, St. Clair 
County Transportation Direc- 


r. 

He provided an airport pro- 
ject update to members of the 
St. Clair County Public Build- 
ing Commission during a regu- 
lar meeting held recently. 

“We have spent about $7.5 
million to this point. The 
remaining — maintenance 
building, fire station, run- 
way/taxiway lighting, security 
fencing and the Scott runway 
extension are about 85 percent 
design completed,” said Cover- 
dale. He said that several 
major tasks, including . site 
clearing, grading and drainage 
projects and the relocation of 
Route 4 have been completed 

“There is a lot going on in 
the way of construction at the 
airport,” he said. “The electri- 
éal building is 36 percent com- 
pleted and the control’ tower is 
at 72 percent. We expect that 
to be done in October.” 

Other construction projects 
under way include relocating 
two holes. at the Scott Air 
Force. Base Golf Course, 
aprons, rélocating the base’s 
firing range, constructing run-

way/parallel taxiway and taxi- 
way bridge. 

In addition, construction of 
both the crossover taxiway and 
passenger terminal are expec- 
ted to be completed in June 
1997. 

Coverdale also gave an 
update on the progress of land 
acquisition for the project. He 
said 117 of 119 parcels of the 
needed 4,477 acres have been 
acquired. 

He also said the airport utili- 
ties project is progressing on 
schedule. ‘‘We will have two 
separate ‘electric sources for 
the airport,” said Coverdale 

In addition, Coverdale 
briefed the current status of 
Patriots Landing, the new mili- 
tary housing area, that started 
in 1994 

“The housing aréa fire sta- 
tion is 85 percent completed 
and should be completed in 
June. Village 7 with 98 units is 
65 percent complete and finish 
work under way. Village 1B 
with 82 units and Village 1A 
with 102 units are progress- 
ing... we are ahead of sched- 
ule,” said Coverdale. 


Appromsnatey. $160.2 million 
will be spent to build the air- 
port. Air Force facility con- 
struction will cost $14.5 million 
along with $28 million for land 
purchases. 

Another $90 million is ear- 
marked for military housing 
construction and $5 million 
more to restore a Scott*mili- 
tary housing area affected by 
the airport project. 

Environmental mitigation 
costs are $4 million and $9.1 
million will be spent to build a 
new school. 

Funding for the project is 
coming from several sources. 
The Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration is providing $154 mil 
lion while the state will put in 
$60 million. S 

The county is funding $30 
million of the project and the 
Air Force is contributing $60 
million for the base housing 
project. 

When’ completed the air- 
port's terminal will contain 
50,000 square feet and feature 
an overhead walkway leading 
to a MetroLink light. rail sta- 
tion.
